BUILDING PERMITS 
DECREASE 353% 
IN JULY 


Building permits issued by the City 
during July, 1950, amounted to only 
$5,602.00, or a decrease of 353 per 
cent over the preceding month of June, 
1950. 

Since the adoption of the building 
permit ordinance some four months ago 
building permits have totaled $30,762 
with each month's total being: April, 
$3,570; May, $5 750; June, $15,840, 
and July, $5,602. The monthly average 
for the four month period amounts 
to $7,690.50. 

The twelve permits issued during 
July 1950, to bring the total to $5,602 
averaged only $466.83 per permit.

trees you are going to sell, then select 
the market you are going to sell to.

“A lump sale of all merchantable 
timber 1s wasteful and destructive,” he 
warned. 

Advising farmers to cut their own 
he pointed out that “most of 
the timber 1s small and can be cut with 
common farm tools A 10-inch tree 
worth 25 cents stumpage, is worth $1 
at the railroad siding.”
